partment of agriculture to the effect 
that in the same month the prices 
of farm products, as received by the 
farmer, had gone down 10 per cent. 
This gap between a 10 per cent drop 
for the farmer and only a. 25 per cent 
drop for the ultimate consumer led 
to revived talk here of alleged profit- 
eering on the route from, the far- 
mer to the consumer as a result of 
the drought., 


Xo general conviacing' evidence, 


however, of any such profiteering in 
anv unusual or -unwarranted sense 
has came to the notice of the fed- 
eral authorities. Officials

bureau of Agricultural economics of 
the department of agriculture stated 
Monday that there is always a. -"flag" 
between a. drop -in -wholesale prices 
and the ensuing dr6p at the coun- 
ters of retail stores.

Approve Proposed Contracts 


Between Federation, Ship- 
pers 


Madison—C/P)—Wisconsin livestock 


producers gained momentum in their 
•?i;ve for better prices through co- 
operative 
efforts 
here jesterday 


wnen they expressed approval of the 
proposed contracts between shipping 
organizations and the recently form- 
ed "Wisconsin Livestock Marketing 
Federation. 


Ai.out 50 representatives of ship- 


ping associations from all parts of 
the state attended the meeting at 
the state capitol which was called 
by the department of agriculture and 
markets. 


R. A. Peterson, director of coopera- 


tive marketing in the department 
of agriculture and markets, presided 
at the meeting. 
Presenting a com- 


mittee's report on the proposed con- 
tract arranginent, Peterson stressed 
the need1 for strengthening local ship- 
ping associations and the necessity 
of consigning livestock through co- 
operative agencies affiliated with the 
National Livestock Marketing asso- 
ciation as set up by the federal farm 
board. 


By the terms of the proposed con- 


tracts/ which would run for three 
3 ears, the federation agrees to as- 
sist in the organization of coopera- 
tive livestock marketing- associations 
eligible to affiliation with the fed- 
eration; to encourage 
better and 


more economical methods 
in the 


production and distribution of live- 
stock products; to act as agent for 
the associations to effect better rela- 
tions with cooperative terminal mar- 
keting agencies; to act as agent and 
mediator in the settlement of claims 
against transportation companies; to 
study marketing 
and disseminate 


knowledge among members of the 
federation to effect better prices. 


The associations, in turn, would 


agree to assist in organizing 
other 


livestock shipping associations; to 
sell its livestock through terminal 
cooperative agencies unless the ma- 
jority designate some other agency; 
to beep the federation advised as to 
livestock conditions in the trade area 
served by the association; to cooper- 
ate with the federation in bringing 
about better terminal facilities and 
cheaper ar.d 
better transportation 


facilities; to pay into the federation 
not to exceed 50 cents per ear, pay- 
able qeartely, to enable the federa- 
tion to carry out its work. 


The proposed- contracts will take 


effect as soon as 50 or more ship- 
ping- associations agree to enter the 
arrangement with the federation. 


BUILDING REVIVAL 


DEPENDS ON SOUND 


CREOimiGIES 


Authorities Differ, However, 


Over Best Course to Fol- 
low

Washington—(CPAj—The revival 


of th« construction of homes and 
apartments is declared by financiers, 
contractors, promoters and to Tern- 
meet officials alike to 
depend on 


sound credit policies. But all these 
authorities seem to differ to some 
extent as to what constitute sound 
credit policies in building construc- 
tion. 


The financiers declare that policies 


must involve decide* conservatism 
as compared with these 
in effect 


when expansion in all lines -was at 
its height a. year ago. The borrower 
mast now sho-ar, they say. that the 
baudiag is needed, that he is highly 
responsible, that he is able to carry 
Utrctigh n:s project and that the 
loan -will be repaid or amortized ir. s. 
short time. 


The builders and borrowers, on the 


ether hand, declare that while the 
banks have ample money to loan for 
cin'dmg purposes they are willing 
to loan it only to those 
in such 


financial position that they do not 
need the loan. 


The constructions assert that now 


is the time for the banks to relax 
their restrictions, loan money freely 
and make the terms advantageous 
for the borrowers, who >s turn are 
thus atle to make favorable- terms 
with home owners ancr thus stimulate

Independent obser\ers hold that 


each is partly right. There is small 
coubt that the material markets are 
advantageous for home building, and 
that property prices are such that 
land may be bought profitably. Labor 
is plentiful and labor costs are down 
a. trifle. 
But before home buirdir-r 


can get a rea! start, the pubVc 
must be inspired to desire to build 
homes and apparently that inspira- 
tion is temporarily lacking. 


It is to settle the question of 


what is v.-ronjf that President Hoover 
has appointed his building commis- 
sion. 


Residential building, according to 


reports to the American federation 
of Labor has not commenced to in- 
crease as has public work construc- 
tion. 
There is a general drop of 


10 per cent as compared with last 
year bat housing shortages are be- 
ginning to be noticed. Strong efforts 
are being made to keep wages in 
construction lines up to 1929 levels. 
Appeals are being made to employ 
workmen instead of hiring new- 
comers willing to work for less. In 
some districts, master workmen are 
reoorted willing to work as helpers 
in order to secure jobs. 


State o5c.als are making- efforts 


to secure that onlv local -workers 
are employed on state ard municipal 
projects. 


It is generally admitted that any 


definite improvement in general busi- 
ness may serve to aid conditions in 
the construction lines. Such an up- 
turn is anticipated by or before au- 
tumn, but construction men do not 
w^nt to wait for this upturn. There 
has been a comparatively long pe- 
riod of residential building cessation. 
This has been accompanied by a drop 
in rents. The construction men de- 
sire to see the turn come before rents 
are raised to any large e-rtent and 
before space costs rise above their 
present levels. 


There seem? to be no over-supply 


of individual homes and if the fi- 
nanciers and the construction men 
can agree on a policy of financing. 
the revival may come sooner than 
anticipated. Low interest rates and 
activity in municipal bonds have 
stimulated municipal borrowing for 
road building and the effects of such 
expenditures will aid in revi-. ing- oth- 
er forms of construction, it is felt.

)Olitical philosophy 
to the school,

He told 
a reporter that 


'both professors and students in the 
experimental college have the ideo!- 
igy of the bourgeoisie, they are all, 
professors and students, dispensers 
of capitalistic bunkum."

William H. Ad- 
anqs to Investigate the Colorado pris- 
on outbreak a year ago. described the 
old time criminal as "one who took 
his medicine, 
who served his sen- 


jtence in idleness, occasionally on the 
' rock pile, and 
who submitted to ill 


treatment in poor 
quarters. He re- 


garded it as part of the game.1' 


The new type 
of criminal, Grant 


said, is not only different in himself 
but "infects the rest of the prison 
population with 
discontent, resent- 


ment against any kind of discipline 
and an unscrupulous disregard for 
the rights, feelings and obligations 
of the rest of the world, that, so far 
as I know, has never been duplicated 
in prison history." 


The things of immediate interest 


to a convict, Grant said, are where 
he is to live, what he is to wear and 
eat, what work he is to do and what I 


opportunity for recreation is afford- 
ed him. 


In the Colorado State prisoa, the 


attorney said, there are cells for 580 
men, 
in which more than SOO live. 


Nowhere, Grant said, is the maxim 


"the devil 
finds 


hands to do" so true as in the peni- 
tentiary. 


"In practically all of the Institu- 


tions at which 
riots 
have taken 


place, there has not been sufficient 
work to keep inmates busy. The rou- 
tine jobs necessary to the operation 
require the attention of about 10 per 
cent of the inmates. 
The rest are 


idle, generally with insufficient oppor- 
tunity 
for wholesome 
recreation. 


The vicious double cell to which first 
timers are often

A motion like this offers 
no encouragement to a full 
bodv 


turn. It rather tends to shift a 
greater portion of the weight of the 
body upon the right foot at the top 
of the swing, and even if this ten- 
dency is resisted when the down- 
stroke is begun the player must 
find that all the resistance has gone 
from his left leg and it will collapse 
under the least pressure. 


It is often a very good idea, to

In the face o; the usual forecasts 


of big yields o' potatoes, farmers in 
the towns of Da> and Kortoaia, 
two of the potato raising districts 
of Oaiagamie-eo are generally agree- 
ing that unless the fields get a soak- 
ing •within a few <iays there will be 
no late potatoes at all, and that the 
early potatoes were not over oce- 
tcird of *n average crop. Except 
in areas not affected fcy the drouth. 
the same potato prospects apply to 
ail th« districts of Wisconsin. 


The yield of corn is estimated in 


August at 40 bushels per acre for 
Wisconsin. That 
estimate is ex- 


ceedingly genero--us and if it were 
based upon actual 
conditions," no 


fault would be found vr:th it tere. 


It is exceedingly doubtful if corn 


in "Wisconsin has ever yielded an 
average 40 bushels per acre, and if 
it has nobody knows it as most of 
the corn goes into si'.DS, much of it 
in the form of foceer, and very lit- 
tle of the. balance is husked and 
weighed.

Wisconsin are covered with escep- 
tional etacfis of corn especially on 
lowlands, the chances are that very 
few of the ears even in the better 
fields will fill and ripen naturally.

burned by the drouth that they are 
beyond recovery and w.li make very 
light and poor s:iage. 


If the drouth continues there will 


be very little filled and naturally 
ripened corn in Wisconsin this fall, 
and if it is soon broken the average 
w:ii not be above 20 bushels per 
acre. From one-third to one-half of 
the farmers, however, will have all 
the corn fodder silage they need but 
the balance vrUl be short.

by the Illinois Coal Traffic Bureau 
charging that rates from all Illinois 
niins-s to "Wisconsin points were un- 
reasonable and und'-ily prejudicial in 
favor of rates from west-bank Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior docks 
to "Wisconsin and Michigan. 


The Co=iEJiss:on found rates to 


southern points in "Wisconsin, includ- 
ing Bc-Ioit, Janesviile, Burlington, 
Monrce, Portage and Fond du Lac 
unreasonable, prescribed lower ones, 
but considered present rates to all 
other Badger Slate points to be rea- 
sonable. 
Now the C. Relss Coal Company, 


th6 Mflwankee "Western Fuel Com- 
pany and the "W. H- Push Coal Com- 
pany, want the case reopened be- 
cause they say the rates recently es- 
tablished are higher and are pre- 
judicial to those from west bank 
Lake Michigan ports.

MORE CHEESE IN 


COLO STORAGE NOW 


Butter Stocks Are Lower, 


However, Farm Bureau 
Reports 


(Poct-Oeaeeot Waabiactoa Bureau) 


Washington — On Aug. a, 1330, 


stock* of cheese in coM storage were 
higher than a year ago, while but- 
ter stocks were lower, according to 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics. 


Stocks cf butter in cold storage 


on August 1, 1830 were 145,297,000 
pounds compared with 151,621,000 
pounds on August 1, 1929, indicating 
a lower butter production, according 
to the agricultural report. 


All varieties of cheese showed in- 


creases, with American cheese going- 
to 88,654,000 this year; Swiss cheese 
from 5,534,000 pounds in 1929 to 
6,330,000 in 1930; brick and munsier 
cheese from 
1,205,000 
pounds In 


1929 to 5,451,000 ia 1930, and lim- 
berger cheese 1,172,000 pounds in 
1929 compared with 1,452,000 in 1930. 


Other varieties of cheeM 
an Increase from 10452.000 Ir 1*29 
to 10,038,099 pound* this year. 


Stocks of frozen poultry, case 


egga, and frozen eggs also increas- 
ed. Frozen poultry in cold storage 
on August 1, 1930 had a total of 
4«,$90,000 pounds compared with 
40,896,000 a year ago, while case 
eggs Increased from 8,962,000 cases 
in 1929 to 11,202,000 this year, and 
frozen eggs went from 91,488,000 
to 116,358,000 pounds in, a year. 


The wholesale prices of butter, 


cheese, and tnitk ali rose 'during 
the month of July but were lower 
than a year ago, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. This 
decrease during the year was 11.4 
points. Considering the prices of 
1925 
as 100, prices of butter, cheese 


and milk in July 1929 were 103.4 
compared with 90.4 in June 1930, 
and 92. in July 1930.
